Gen«‘ra| I'aiieho Villa, in charge of the forces n<**.v 
in full |M»ss4*ssion of Juarez, has Ha* situation well 
in hand, and, as he has given Istrsemen an assur- 
ance that their property in .Mexico w«iuld la* fully 
prol<*i ted no uneasiness is felt coin-eirning the 
safely of |lu' aniinals on Mexh-an soil. Villa has 
fleiiumsirattai more fully than any <»ther commander 
that has been in eontnd at Juarez that he can «-om 
inaml striit olaslience on the part of his follower^. 

In conse<|nen<'«> the guard at the fact* track has 
!*een withdrawn and not a singh> .Mexhan soldier is 
to 1 h* seen near the encU»snre. The fetding among 
Isdh Amerieaus and Mexicans here is that tlK'ie is 
iio damger of th«‘ naaptiire of the town by the Fed- 
erals and tiiat umler the present administrathiu 
everything c«»nneeled with the forthcoming race 
mec'ting will go along just as though the neighlstring 
n*i»ublic were not t«»rn asunder with interiHK-ine 
strife. 'J'lie health of the horses is g<‘iierall.v go<Kl. 

C. W. Carroll lost b.v d«*ath yesterday a promis 
int{ ytarling by Voorhe<*s. owned by A. B. Spiackels 
»•! California. Frank D. Weir re|M»rts a coujde <»f 
bis earlings on the ailing list, but they are in no 
great danger. .Manager Matt J. Winn of the Juarez 
track is due to arrive here Thursday and on Friday 
Judge Charles F. I’ri<e. Will H. Shelle.v and starter 
Mars Cassidy will be here. 

The El !’a.<o Tjiiu-s of last Sunday says:

RACING IN FAR OFF ARGENTINA. 

Since the wel! setthal sei tions of .Vrgentina. S*»uth 
America, are alNuit as far south of tlie equator us 
the riilfeit States is iiortli of the line all <Mir winter 
months constitute tlie hot sea.s<iii of tlie southern 
Republic. Novmiils'r ilmvu fli<*re is as uncertain as 
Mareli or .\i»ril in iiortliein Fnited States, aitlmugh 
even at that .'-ea.son of the. year tin* high seluads of 
Buenos .Mres, .Montevide<» (I'ruguay), llesario, 
Balsia Blanea and some of th«* other !arg«‘ eitles are 
pla.viiig “siM-eer” fool hall, the “spring” tennis 
roiirnaineiils are on. all around athletic events are 
being nm off. the lonely baseball eluh is creeping 
out of its siiell and liorse racing at tlie great I’al 
ermo etuii-sv of ilic Jockey Club ami lesser centers 
is swinging into a strong gait wliicli reai^hcs out into 
a tii:i«l gallop in Jaiiiiar.v. 

Since the founding of the .Ea key Club over thirty 
yi^irs age. its iiiagiiHeetit ]>ro|a*i t i<*s. c<4uiu ising its 
palatial liome in the iieart of Bucihis .Vires and the 
spb'iidiil racing grounds at Palenno, have been held 
as govioniiiejit trusts, to be letunied to the state in 
casd they are diverted t<i any other tise.s than tiiosc 
of .aelng and improving the bre^Hl <if horses. Sunday 
races at Palermo were start<*d in the early nineties, 
feast days being ad<led in lS9t> and Tliursdays in 
]:»K». Variou.s quarters for administration and 
social fuir|M»s4*s were rented until 189G. when the 
luxurious (!liib House on Callc Florida, perhaps the 
iii**st exclusive if not aristocratic avenue in Buen^is 
Airt*.s. was erected for over $1,900,000 gold, with 
$K»:i.«K)o |»ut into tlie furnishings and $-00,000 
into the site. It is a massive three story and base- 
ment Building, with a stately, colonnaded entrance 
on Florida, and a lofty domed vestibule. The 
ground and first floors arc devoted to eleri«*al and 
admlni-stratlve offices, the Headquarters of the fam- 
ous .Argentine Stud Ibsik. and fencing, billiard, 
games and conversation r^»oms. The second fltmr 
»-<iiitains a suite of magniti<ently furnished apart- 
nieni.s, a great banqueting hall, with smoking and 
dining ro<inis. .V cinular domed ceiling, illumin- 
ated by hidden lights and sup|v>rt«*d b.v veiiMHi 
martile pilasters and liandsoiiie gif‘cn marble <*ol- 
unins, <lieds its s«*ft liglit upon a sparkling foun 
tain fedow wliich. in turn, is the center piece 
of the bampicting tal»le around it. The walls arc 
d'*ne in white am! gold, with the panels of silk, 
(he general selieuie of the hall being in Nap<*leonic 
style. FJvery thing luliu.iry is reb’gated to the 
third flfsir. and there is a tastefully egitipiied sum- 
mer dining r*K>ni on the roof. Yet. with all this 
taste, comfort. *-ouvenience and niaguitk-eiice. the 
Jockey Cluh has contracted to erect a $2.000.i«¥) 
hou'e on a le.s contracted site than that occupied 
by the Florida Palace. Plazii Sail Martin, at tlie 
end of an avenue, a tine .square of statues, dense 
shade trees and tropi<*al plants, has lieen selected 
for the loi-ation of the new club house, which will 
have for its iieighliors various legation and govern- 
ment buildings, the superb Plaza Hotel and several 
private palaces occupied by aristocratic .Argentiuo.s. 

The Palermo grounds in m^rtlieni Buenos Aires are 
jilMutt half a mile s«tnare. the race course b<-ing one 
and three-quarter miles in extent, or three-fourths 
of a mile straight. Tliere is an inner track for 
traiiiiug. The iiiagnifieent stand for members con- 
tains refreslinnmt. dressing ami I'loak room«. Be- 
sides tli«*re were the spts^ial stands for the jocke.vs. 
tisiliiefs. and the padd<K*ks and the general stand for 
llie public, the latter aci'onmiodating r».^)00 mople. 
'rii«*s4*, with the great sales yard, the massfve in- 
elcsing walks and elaborate iron entrances and other 
liiU»roveiiients. repre.seut an outlay of $0 .ooo.<mm) !o 
g'dd. or L’nited States money. Besides the great e\- 
l>enses isuiueeted with the administration of these 
proiierties. the Jockey tMiih sp**uds large sums In 
providiog weekly and capital prizes fur contestants. 



It Hp|H*ars more than probable that when the racing statistics of this year are maiie up the two tine 
two-ycar-olds. Old Rosebud and Pennant, will still retain their prestmt eminence as first and second resi*ect- 
ivcly in uumey won in 1913. They are in retiivnient until iM*xt .spring and so no additions are to Ik» made 
to tludr present totals. But s») also are the hors«*s which might have displaceil them if kept in training 
and racing. In view of the gen<‘rous increase of racing returns incident to the resumption of the sfairt in 
\ew Y’ork, it might have laen rea.sonahly expected that at least some one horse would win $20,090 or more 
I his year, but Old Rosidaid’s $18,937 is to be the hlgh-ni<aiey mark. Tlie increase in values shows in the 
way of general distribution instead of in concentration aUmt one or two fortunate horses, there now Iwiiig 
already thirteen that have wiui $10,000 or more, as compared with a total of six in 1912. The records of 
the thirty chief winners of the year arc:

[ Ib“s!des ilu* hurs*> racing at Palermo Park, there 
are line cours<>s at Bidgrano. a beautiful and growing 
seetioii of northwestern Buenos Aires; Rosario, :hmi 
miles noiHi. a handsome city of 200.(MK) pisiple, and. 
after Bueims Ain*s, the country’s inctro|»olis; ami 
at lliiriiiigham, a thoroughly English village, half 
ail iMiur's ride on the Pacific road wr-st of Buenos 
Aires. Tlie meetings at Rosario ;iiul Hurlingliani 
are licensed b.v tlie Jocke.v riiih; but the Hnrliiigliam 
PJiib under whirdi the Iatt<*r are dir<*<-tly conducted 
i.s soniethiiig more than a horse racing organization. 
It is tweiily-five .rears old and its grounds not only 
provide facilities for horse racing, steeplecliasing 
and iKilo niatches. hiil for the most fastidious 
erieketers and fofitball players of tlie country. At 
Hurliiighaiii are also well apiaunted residential 
quarters for ukmiiImus who desire to live uikui the 
grounds and enjoy, for any considerable length of 
time, the club provisions for exerei.se and recreation. 

-\s a !»ri‘e<ler of the thoroughbred horse, .Argentina 
stands liigli and it is largely the Jockey Club as an 
organization whieli has advanced her to the station 
she occupies. The business is more than thirty 
years old and lias Iksmi furthered hy the im[H>rtati<ui 
of some fnuious sires from England and France. 
I'crhaps the ni<*st uoteil stud farms of the country 
are those known as Eas Ortigas. Haras Nm^bmal 
and Haras San Jaelnto. The most faiiKNis stallions 
imported to imiirove tlm Argentine thorougbbr«>d 
were Diamond Jubilee, from ojie of King Edward’s 
uoted studs, and V'al d'Or, lairchaseil of the French 
hreisler, .M. Edmond Blanc: the foiiner hronglit $1.30.- 
MHMt gold, the latter. $0O.(KM). The famous Ormonde 
was at one time owned in Argentina. largely through 
I the iiifltteiice of the .IiK-key Club, but was finally 
iHuight by lovers of running horse flesh in the T'nited 
States for $13<i,tKH). an advance of $30.t)00 over tlie 
I original purchaso price. The iiniiortation fif the 
j great Cyllene t$i.30.0t¥)) was an event in the his- 
tory of Argentina’s thoroiiglibnsls. Tin* latter was 
purchasisl for the stud ”Ojo de Agua” and is the 
only stallion of the present day whleh lias sinal 
three winners of the Argentine Bine RihlNtn. Cyl- 
lene al.so holds the record for the past dwade of 
th<* targets amount won in a si'ason hy the vrwluce 
of one sire. 

The annual sale of the tlKiroughhred sto<*k at the 
Palermo IlipiKidrome is a great event for buyers of 
I pedigreed liorses throughout Argentina, as well as 
for the fanciers of England and France. The 
prli'cs natural l.v depend on the record made hy tlie 
progeny of aii.v s|«ecial sire during tlie year precisl- 
iiig the sale of ilic yearlings. .Among the highest 
jiriccs paid of late years were two Keiidals for 
$13.1(M> and $11.^43 res|K*ctivelv : two sous of Dia 
mond Jubile«‘. $23.. .380 and $2o.90o, and a Val d’Or 
yearling for $28,823. These sales of young thorough- 
breds eoiiimem^ed twenty years ago. the nunilH»r 
sold, the total amount of sales and the average 
realizeil arc shown lielow:

NEWMARKET S TRIBUTE TO KING EDWARD. 

The new memorial hall at Newmarket to the 
uieiiiofy *f the late King Edward VII.. was formally 
oiieueil by Viscouut Villiers ou Saturday uiornlug. 



November 1, in the presence of a large comiMiuy. 
The hall is the design i»f .Mr. A. S. Mauniug, arehi- 
t«*ct, who presented liord V’illiers with a gilt key 
in a morrwo case, suitably inscribed. His lordship 
spoke of the late King Edward’s devotion to siM>rt, 
and said that wherever Englishmen made their lioiiu* 
I he first visible signs of the presence of the colony 
were a race course and a lootbsill ground. His late 
majesty had not only set tlMMii an example as a 
siiortsmfln'. bur legacy 

of peace and an example of devotion lo Xluty wliich 
would jn*ver la* forgotten, and the endearing lesson 
that they should all strive to promote go<al will uud 
luntual confidence between man and man. 

It has l*een a subject of remark that in the medal- 
lion of King Edwaril, - carved in Corse Hill stoin*. 
on the front of the .Memorial Hall, Hie king's profile 
faces to the right i»f tiie ineilallion. whereas on 
Hie 1‘oiiis his late maji'sly’s profile faced towards 
the left, each succecdiii.g nionan^h showing a differ- 
ent ciivisagemeiit. The n^ason of this is that tlie 
<-ouiniiltee which dealt with tin- tiuildiiig of the 
halt wislu'il tliat the king slioubl i»e represented 
Icoking towards the ract* «*oiirse, ami Hie si*nlptors, 
.Mes.srs. Rattee and Kelt clMise a favorite plHitograidi 
of the king, h.y Banui de Ma.ver, for Hie clay iihhIcI 
from which Hu* iiiedallion was carved ‘'in situ.” — 
Ixmdoii Siiorliiig Elfe. 

LONG-DISTANCE RACING IN ENGLAND. 



.Mr. Joseph Osborne (“Beacon”), writing twenty 
.vears ag<». had something to sa.v alsmt foiir-iuile 
races, ami his tt'uiarks are worth re|iroduciug just 
iiow. “Iliaeou” wrote: 

“It is iniu'h lo 1m* douiit(*d if aii.v of our great per- 
f'uniers <*oiiId stand at all Hie terrible strain of 
Rf'veral two, three, and four-iiilie lu*ats in one day. 
Some of the old contests were of extreme severity: 
nor must it Ih' lost sight of how many lu»rsi*s are 
•kmukml out’ for the rest of the season nowadays 
as the result of one sev(*re contest. Ailniiral Rous, 
as Is well known. h«*hl a dllToreiit view from General 
Pm*l and had *the greatest contempt for these racing 
giMls of the old generation of Englishmen, and ut- 
terly dislielieves in the racing merits of Childers 
and Eclii»se.’ He hclieved, in short, tluit Hu* 
English tlioroiighbred was going ahead in ever.v i*ar- 
timlar, inrliidliig size. The Ailiiiiral's. br«ith«'r. the 
Earl of Stradbroke. who enjoyed an experience 
«*quall.v' great, diff»*ri*<l from him. however, and said 
iM'fore Hu* Lords’ <*ommitt»*e that he lM*lleved ‘horses 
had deteriorated of late years. Queen’s Plates were 
origiiiall.v giv<*n for horses to carry heavy weights 
and run long distances. In Hu* last centur.v and in 
Hu* hegiuning of this century there were a great 
many valuable horses tliat could run three m- four 
mile's without Hu* slightest trouble or injury of 
aiiv kind, hut m»w that deseription of animal do«*s 
not exist. .My firm lielief is that there are not four 
horses in England now that could run over the 
Beacon course (four miles, mie furlong, J.'W yardsi 
at Newmarket within <*ight minutes, which in my 
younger days I used to see constantly doTu*.’ Ixird 
Stradhroke’s experienct*, coumu*ntciI Mr. Oslsirue. iu 
breeiling extended over sixty years.” 

BETTING ARRANGEMENTS IN AUSTRIA. 



The .Austrian Jwkey Cluh has taken the betting 
question in hand and a new rule came into force 
I with the first October meeting at Vienna, says the 
Omtfnenta! eorrespondent of The SiM>rtlng Life. 
Ill .Austria and Hungary bookmakers are licensed, 
and thc.v have to give financial guarantees lH*fore 
laing alloweil to undertake business. They are 
<*oniiieIled to ‘‘stand up” each race day on Hie 
course and exhibit lists, and they must accept any 
lM*t up to .$2(M) at the prices marked mi tlicir lists. 
Tliey are also allowed to receive bets at their pri 
' vate houses or offices up to half an hour before the 
first race. Tlie totalisator. or pari mutuel. Is also 
permitted on the race courses and the Jmke.v Cluh 
has now decided that all business d«me at starting 
j jirice in th** b«a>kmakers’ -offices must t*e regulated 
according to the official returns of tlie parimutuel. 
In this wa.v uniform starting prices arf* obtaineil 
ami disputes are preventml. No bet ma.v la* ac- 
I cepted at starting price for less than $1 to win. or 
! $2 for place. The system of betting in Austria 
[ works satisfactorily and i.s approved b.v the govern- 
' nmiit. .All the principal s|iorting loiirnals .speak 
f.avorably of the new Jixkey Chib rule. .A large 
amount of lietting cm French and English races 
takes place at Vienna.

Michael Hogart.v, betting conmissloner. who has 
just died on the south side. At one time llogarty 
acted as lietting commissioner for Joe Fllmau and 
Harne.v W'^ller. wlnm these two iMiokmakers oiier.atcMl 
the largest hooks in the west »nd east. Heart 
disease was the cause* of death.

Norfolk, Va., NovemU'r 18, — Form was again well 
ohsc*rvc*»l at the Jamestown Jockey Club's track this 
afternoon. In four of Hu* races the* favorites led 
as the finishing mark was passc*<l, which meant that 
the layers wIh» reaiied a iiarve.st at the Maryland 
meetings parted with some of their profits. C«mi- 
trary to expectations, Hu*rc* was hut litHe inipruve- 
iiic*nt 111 the going. The footing ou the inside wa.s 
still licavy and holding and in every race the* lc*ad- 
c*rs iiiatle a wide turn in eulc*riiig the homestretch 
to where* the trac-k had dried out somewhat. 

One of Hu* best lots of sprinters that ever went to 
the post at Hu* local track startc*d in the fourth 
race, a dash c>f six furlongs. Ten of the eleven 
car(H*d faced the* barrier. The public support was 
pr«*tty wc*ll divided, with the western filly, Theres.i 
Gill, having the* call. She was prominent to the 
stretch turn hehiiul Sir Ic»hu .lohnson and Sickle, but 
at the end she* weakened and finished fifth. The 
victor lurm*d up in Sickle, which proved an easy wln- 
iu*r.
